BACKGROUND 





The Vietnam Veterans Against the War (WAW) was 
founded in the Spring of 1967 by six young Vietnam veterans . 
in New York City, At the beginning of 1968, with 600 members, 
VVAW opened a national office, founded the first GI newspaper, 
"Vietnam GI", and sent close to 500 veterans into the McCarthy 
Campaign, to beat down the red baiters. After getting tear 
gassed at the Democratic National Convention in Chicago and 
caught in the general "down" of the peace movement, the WAW 
was nearly inactive until the moratoriums in the fall of 1969. 
Members of the WAW led'.^ student strikes on major campuses 
across the country and battled Veteran's Administration Hospital 
authorities over threats to throw amputee Vietnam Veterans out 
for signing anti*war petitions. At present, membership of the 
WAW, nationally, consists of approximately 8000 members. 


SOUTHERN ILLINOIS UNIVERSITY 
CARBONDALE, ILLINOIS

It is expected that the mem^rship of the WAW will increase 
during the J^ll quartei^^fe^ership of the WAW at the present time, 
is furnlsl^dby^HPimPBmm^who is the President of the WAW 
and ^^ll^^^Bwho is also active in the WAW. 
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Aims and objectives of the WAW at Southern Illinois 
University are at present unclear and have not been formally 
stated, however, discussion has ranged from United' States' withdrawl 
from Vietnam to the support of the United Front of Cairo, Cairo, 
Illinois. 
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The United Front of Cairo is a predominantly 
black organization which has been boycotting 
white merchants in downtown Cairo since April, 

1969 . 

ACTIVITIES 

During the summer quarter, the only activity that 
VVAW has engaged in has been somewhat Irregular meetings. 

However, the WAW at Southern Illinois University has verbally 
supported the following: 

(1) The Carbondale Three. The Carbondale Three, 
since acquitted, were three associates of the 
Black Panther Party, Carbondale, Illinois 
chapter, since defunct, who were involved in 

a shootout with Carbondale, Illinois law enforcement 
officials during November, 1969. 

The Black Panther Party (BPP) is a black 
extremist organization started in Oakland, 

California, in December, 1966. It advocates 
the use of guns and guerrilla tactics to bring 
about the overthrow of the United States 
Government . 

(2) Hiroshima Memorial March, August 19, 1971 

(3) United Front of Cairo 

(4) The "Big Muddy Gazette", a local 
underground newspaper in Carbondale, Illinois. 

FUTURE PLANS AND ACTIVITIES 

The WAV at Southern Illinois University presently plan 
to Join the national WAV, Inc., and plan to have speaking 
appearances by National WAV leaders. The local WAV 
would also support a car caravan to Cairo, Illinois and other 
disruptive -confrontation type tactics of other local peace 
groups such as Southern Illinois Peace Committee (SIPC) and 
Student Mobilization Committee (SMC) 
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The Southern Illinois Peace Committee is 
a local peace group based at Southern 
Illinois University, Carbondale, Illinois 
and is made up of local businessmen, students 
■and University Professors, who oppose prison, 
social and economic oppression and the War 
in Vietnam* 

The Student Mobilization Committee to End 
the War in Vietnam is controlled by the 
Socialist Workers Party (SWP) and its 
youth affiliate, the Young Socialist Alliance 
(YSA). The Student Mobilization Committee 
(SMC) initiates and supports public demon- 
strations against the war in Southeast Asia. 

The SWP has been designated pursuant to 
Executive Order 10450. 


As the youth organization of the SWP, the 
YSA serves as a main source of recruitment 
into that, organization. The YSA is 
described on the masthead of its official 
publication "The Young Socialist Organizer’* 
as ”a multination revoluntlonary socialist 

youth organization”. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

On November 11, 19 
Southern Illinois University 
the summer of 1971 for the purpose of opposing the war in 
Vietnam by showing films, holding demonstrations, and through 
speaking engagements before local civil organizations in the 
Carbondale, Illinois area. WAW, SIU, sponsored the ”Plg for 
a Day” program during the. summer and early fall of 1971 which 
consisted of having one of their members ride on patrol with 
officers of the Carbondale Police Department so as to gain 
an idea of the problems faced by law enforcement. 

The WAW -SIU. chapter has not organized any demon- 
strations to date but has participated in demonstrations 
sponsored by the SIPC, SMC, and the Community Action Coalition 
(CAC) at SIU. 
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The Conuaunity Action Coalition (CAC) is a 
now defunct organization, which was composed 
of different groups at SIU, such as Women's 
Liberation, WAW, ;^IPC, and the "Big Muddy 
Gazette".

The following objectives of the WAW were set forth 
in the October 25, 1971 issue of the "Boneyard Examiner", a 
self described weekly publication of the Boneyard Press, 296 
mini Union, University of Illinois, Urbana, Illinois. These 
objectives were listed as: 
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3> To demonstrate that our military tactics dehumanize soldiers 
I and civil ians» and to make clear the United States government is 
1 prosecuting an illegal, unjust and immoral war in Indochina. 

4- To show Americans that their society is structured by a racism 
Which lets us view all non-whites as less than human. This racism 
pushes our minorities through inferior schools and into the com^ 
bat arms. Thus, we send our minorities off to die in dispropor- 
tionately high numbers while we kill Asians indiscriminately.

5. To make clear that the United States has never undertaken an 
_extensive open investigation of American war crimes in Indochina. 

We demand that the United States government, in its war in Indo- 
china, affirm the principles of Nuremberg. As former G.I.'s, 

we recognize the responsibility of the individual soldier to re- 
frain from committing war crimes. We also recognize that the 
responsibility and guilt of war crimes cotmitted In the name of 
America lies with our policy makers at all levelf.

6. To demand that all active-duty servicemen and women be afforded 
the rights as citizens that are guaranteed by the United States 
Constitution and Bill of Rights that are presently denied them 

by the Uniform Code of Military Justice. We are appalled that 
servicemen and wotnen are treated as less-than-fi rst-class citizens. 
We endorse the efforts of our active-duty sisters and brothers in 
I their struggle to democratize the military. 

7. To support all military personnel refusing to serve in wars 
of aggression at home and abroad. We demand Congress enact legis- 
lation for the immediate repatridtion with full amnesty to those 
brothers and sisters who are in prison or in self-exile by reason 
of their refusal to serve in the military. We support all persons 
refusing to be drafted. 

8. To demand immediate legislation to provide proper care and 
services for all veterans in V.A. hospitals; to make available 
job training and placement for every returning veteran; and to 

L provide the funds and means necessary for their educational and 
vocational endeavors. 

9. To affirm that the membership is not only concerned with 
ending this^war, but changing the domestic social, political, 
and economic institutions that have caused and permitted the 

: continuance of war.

Source continued that the VVAW, which 
came from the St. Louis, Missouri area, held a short parade in 
downtown Cairo, This parade was held without incident, arrest, 
violence or counterparade. 

At approximately 11:00 AM, August 18, 1971, a 
group of 25 to 30 individuals, associated ' with the WAV, St. Louis, 
Missouri, staged a demonstration in opposition to the war in 
Vietnam at the Old State Capital grounds in Springfield, Illinois, 
in connection with the visit of President NIXON. The demonstrators 
were confined to an area outside the Old State Capital grounds. 

At approximately 11:30 AM, August 18, 1971,^1010^

In this connection, both sources pointed out that the last 
Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) meeting held at UNM 
was during the fall of 1970 and VVAW was not organ^^d until 
early 1971. In addition, on November 23, 1971 , 
that members of the Communist Party, USA, in New Mexico, have 
not participated in any VVAW sponsored activity. 

Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) was 
founded during June, 1962, at Port Huron, 

Michigan, and in the 1960 's functioned as the 
leading New Left campus -based student 
organization in the United States. From a 
stance of "participatory democracy," the SDS

moved to a radical- revolutionary position. 

It maintained a national office at 1608 West 
Madison Street , Chicago , Illinois , until 
February, 1370. Internal factionalism during 
1969 produced three main factions: Weatherman, 
Revolutionary Youth Movement (RYM) , and Worker 
Student Alliance (WSA). The Weatherman and 
RYM no longer consider themselves associated 
with the SDS. The WSA faction continues to 
use the name SDS.

Alms and Purposes 

In a news article taken from the "Milwaukee 
Sentinel," Milwaukee dally morning newspaper, dated 
September 4, 1971, the WAW outlined a nine- point program 
which follows: 

1. The Immediate cessation of fighting and 
the withdrawal of all American troops 
from Indo- china, 

2. The cutoff of funds for military and 
Intelligence Agency (CIA) operations 
in various sections of the world. 

3. Showing how "our military dehumanizes 

soldiers and civilians." 

4. Protesting racism in the military. 

5. A demand for war crimes investigation.

6. Urging that active duty service 
personnel "be afforded the rights of 
citizens that are guaranteed by the 
U. S. Constitution and the Bill of 
Rights." 

7. Supporting anti-war service personnel 
and seeking amnesty for deserters and 
draft objectors. 

8. Bolstering hospital care for returning 
vets and improving job training and 
placement . 

9. Making it clear that changes are needed 
in the domestic institutions "that 

have caused and permitted the continuance 
of war,"

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Finances 

A third source, who has furnished reliable informa- 
tion in the past, advised on November 2, 1971 » that the WAW 
has no organized financial or funding structure. They receive 
their support for activities through veterans who are interested 
and contribute to the specific activity being sponsored at that 
time . 

Activities 

First and third sources advised on November 11, 1971, 
that the Milwaukee WAV/ sponsored an anti-war demonstration in 
Milv/aukee, Wisconsin, on September 4, 1971, which demonstration 
was completely peaceful. These sources further advised that 
subsequent to this demonstration the Milwaukee WAW has not 
sponsored any demonstrations in the Milwaukee area. 

On November 7, 1971, first source advised that several 
individuals closely associated with the Milwaukee WAW travelled 
to and participated in an anti-war demonstration which was 
held in Chicago, Illinois, on November 6, 1971, and was sponsored 
by the National Peace Action Coalition (NPAC).

Georgia Vietnam Veterans Against The War (WAW) has 
engaged in very little and relatively insignificant activity 
since it became loosely organized in the Summer of 1971. Its 
principal activity to date has been in the sponsorship of a 
"Winter Soldier Investigation" (WSl) on October 23, 1971, at 
Atlanta, Ga. Thrust of WSI dealt with undocumented testimony, 
furnished by persons who represented themselves as Vietnam 
veterans, concerning alleged atrocities purported to have been 
witnessed by them during their participation in the Vietnam 
conflict. 
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Atlanta WAW has no headquarters and does not meet 
regularly, however, those times v/hen it has met it has utilized 
tlie donated facilities of the Quaker House, 1384 Fairview Road 
N, E. , Atlanta, Ga. Representatives of Quaker House are religious 
oriented and do not participate in activities of WAW. 

Persons who claim to be WAW members in the Atlanta 
vicinity number approximately ten. All efforts to organize 
Georgia WAW have centered in the Atlanta and. Athens, Ga. , 
vicinities. Previously it had been thought that perhaps

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Since its inception, Georgia WAW has never maintained 
a bank account. The most funds it has had at any one time 
was approximately $200 which it obtained from donations given 
by members of the Unitarian Universal is t Congregation of 
Atlanta, 1911 Cliff Valley Wav N. E, , Atlanta, Ga, WAW 
was given permission to ask the congregation for donations 
an d realiz ed $200. This money was maintained in the possession 
of until the entire fund was depleted in October 1971 

after i^nad been utilized to pay off debts incurred for 
printing leaflets, telephone, and rental equipment for staging 
tne WSI, At the conclusion of WSI, Georgia WAW went $30.00 
in the hole which loss was split between three WAW members. 

WAW is entirely without funds and it was noted that the 
WAW South East Region is $1,400.00 in debt to the National 
Office in New York and various local creditors. 

is knovjn to be a member of the Atlanta 
Young SociaTTs^^^Wance (YSA). He is the only known member 
of Geo rgia WAW who maintains membership in the Atlanta YSA.

interest in WAW. The main purpose in this assignment was 
to obtain WAW mailing lists for potential YSA recruitment 
as well as the gathering of veterans to participate in the 
YSA and YSA front group activities.

Subsequent to the above assignment, Atlanta YSA 
began to feel that its infiltration of WAW was not as important 
in the south as it might be in other areas. Atlanta YSA 
became concerned regarding the overall direction of National 
WAW, which it felt was becoming potentially militant. The 
Atlanta YSA is inordinately concerned with non- 
violence and insuring that activities of YSA and its front 
groups perform demonstrative activity and other actions in a 
legal manner. Atlanta YSA has in no way criticized Georgia 
WAW inasmuch as Georgia WAW has never exhibited a militant-/ 
or violent prone posture, however, since National YSA cannot 
exercise control of National WAW, the Atlanta YSA is easing 
out of Atlanta WAW in Georgia.

On October 12 and 13, 1971, the Arkansas chapter 
of WAW declared the University campus to be "Free Fire Zone 
Alpha."

You will be subject to 
detention, search and seizure of illegal militant or dissident 
literature, and summary execution. This is being done for 
your protection."

The Vietnam Veterans Against the War 
Is a veterans organization with a 
National Office located at 25 West 26th 
Street, New York City, whose first pub- 
lished objective is as follows: "To 
demand an immediate cessation of fighting 
and the withdrawal of all American troops 
from Indochina, We cannot allow one more 
human being to be killed in Indochina," 


Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) was 
founded during June, 1962, at Port Huron, 
Michigan, and in the I960*s functioned as 
the leading New Left campus-based student 
organization in the united States, From a 
stance of "^rtlcipatory democracy,*' the SDS 
moved to a radical-revolutionary position. 

It maintained a national office at 1608 West 
Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois, until 
February, 1970, Internal factionalism during 
1969 produced three main factions: Weatherman, 
Revolutionary Youth Movement QtVU), and Worker 
Student Alliance (WSA). The Weatherman and 
RYM no longer consider themselves associated 
with the SDS, The WSA faction continues to 
use the name SDS', 
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lOITA VETERANS AGflIKST THE WAR 


Weathernan, formerly a faction of Students For 
a Democratic Society (SDS), controlled the SD8 
National Office from June, 1969, until its 
closing in ^bruary, 1970. Weatherman then 
entered an underground status and adopted a 
tactic of "strategic sabotage^" with police 
and military installations designated as pri- 
mary targets. 

inbe Revolutionary Youth Uovement (RYH), a pro- 
communist revolutionary youth organization 
was organized in 1969, first as a faction within 
the SDS, then as a separate group with head- 
quarters in Atlanta, Georgia. The RYM was 
unsuccessful in attracting support, and by mid- 
1970, it was practically defunct. 


Worker Student Alliance (RSA), a faction of 
Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), was 
expelled from SDS in June, 1969, by the then 
dominant Weatherman faction, but continued to 
use the name SDS and opened an office in 
Cambridge, Massachusetts, WSA aligned ideologl 
cally with the Progressive Labor party (PLP) 
and, in February, 1971, moved to Chicago, 
Illinois, where it opened the SDS National 
Office at 1225 South Wabash Street. 


The Progressive Labor Party (PLP) was founded 
in 1962 by individuals expelled from the Com- 
munist Party, DSA, for following the Chinese 
communist line. Its objective Is the establish 
ment of a militant working-class movement based 
on Marxism-Leninism and MAO The- tong thought. 


A pamphlet distributed by the New University 
Conference (HOC) in December, 1970, states 
that it is a national organization of graduate 
students, faculty, and staff whose members are 
"radicals committed to the growth of a revolu 
tionary socialist movement in the U.S." HOC 
maintains a national office at 622 West 
Dlversey, Chicago, Illinois.

We went 
to inform them of the. true motive of the war that they 
are permitting to c ntinue in the name of the American 
people. Since that time over 681 of our brothers have 
died, over 3665 of our brothers vjere wounded, thesef ig*ures 
do not include our Vietnamese brothers and sisters.

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Cajnil further stated that the VVAW is a grouping 
of approximately 20,000 Vietnam veterans who are opposed 
to the continuation of the Vietnam war and believe that 
many atrocities have been committed by American servicemen 
in the Vietnam conflict. The VVAW believes that these 
atrocities have not been individual actions of terrorism 
but have been promulgated by the United States policy in 
Vietnam. Camil noted that he himself enlisted in the U.S. 
Marine Corps and was a strong supporter of U.S. policy in 
Vietnam in that he thought the Vietnamese people as a whole 
and as individuals were "Communists" and as such had to be 
eliminated. He claimed that he committed atrocities in 

Vietnam in that he killed civilians, including women and 
children, and that these acts were committed without thought 
and were as a result of orders from superiors to take a 
particular village or strategic location no matter what the 
circumstances might be, Camil claimed that many civilians, 
including women and children , were killed as a result of a 

requirement in the military to build up the "body count" 
to indicate to the leaders of the American government, as 
well as the American people, that the United States was winning 
the war. 

Camil stated that he did not join the VVAW until 
after he had attended a Winter Soldier investigation in 
Detroit, Michigan, in the early part of 1971, Camil said 
he testified at this Winter Soldier investigation and after 
returning to Gainesville, Florida, he realized his true 
feelings on the Vietnam war, and as a result he joined VVAW 
and formed a Gainesville chapter. Camil said he personally, 
as well as the VVAW as an organization , believes that the 
war should be stopped immediately and that this could be 
achieved by VVAW through bringing the truth about the Vietnam 
conflict to the American people. In this regard, VVAW 
believes they can work within the legal framework of the U.S. 
Constitution to achieve their primary objective of stopping 
the war. in Vietnam, Camil further stated that he is in favor 
of democracy, believes in the U.S. Constitution, and should 
the United States be attacked , he would defend it . In this 
regard, Camil feels that because of the VVAW national policy 
regarding non-violence, they have achieved some credibility 
in the eyes of the American public, plus they have avoided 
any type of confrontation which could even remotely be 
considered violent.

. In addition, Cainil noted that VVAW is very open 

/and they do not consider themselves a secret type organization 
/and he would be willing to answer any questions that anyone 
[might have regarding VVAW. Camil did note, however, that should 
the VVAW desire to send a representative to Hanoi regarding 
POW^s, he doubted vei^ seriously whether they would make this 
particular fact public as some individuals who have gone there 
in the past have been "hassled" by the government. He felt 
that this was not necessary on the part of the government 
as he, as well as other Vietnam veterans, feel that if they 
could do anything to achieve the release of POW*s, that any 
effort in this regard should not be interfered with, Camil 
noted that one of the objectives of VVAW is to attempt to 
obtain the release of lOW's held by the North Vietnamese. 

Regarding policy made by national VVAW, Camil 
noted that each chapter throughout the United States must 

ratify the policy decisions made by the 26 man Steering 
Committee and should a local chapter decide not to ratify 
la particular "acl3on" or policy, that chapter is free to 
(express its opinion, as well as to substitute any policy or 
'"action" in its place. In other words, Camil said each 
VVAW chapter can operate autonomously from the national 
VVAW organization. Camil stated that the Gainesville, Florida, 
chapter of VVAW goes by the policy of "majority rul e" and if 
there are members in the minority who do not agree with the 
majority policy or ’’action", they do not have to participate. 

As an example of this, Camil noted that the National Steering 
Committee of VVAW at Kansas City decided there would be local 
"actions" in five major cities throughout the United States 
during Christmas week, 1971, in which toys symbolic of the 
war, such as toy tanks and toy weapons would be burned to 
show opposition, to the war in Vietnam. Camil noted that the 
Southeast Region of VVAW did not ratify this particular 
."action" of national VVAW and as a result, they have presented 
I their own plan which encompasses a return trip to Washington, 
ID.C,, during late December, 1971, or early January, 1972, 

[to again demonstrate opposition to the war in Vietnam. 

Camil stated that in addition to the Gainesville, 
Florida chapter of VVAW, there are also chapters in Tallahassee, 
Florida, and approximately 30 members 6f VVAW in Tampa, Florida. 
The chapter in Tallahassee, Florida, is basically a grouping 
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of Vietnam veterans who serve as lobbyists at the State 
Capitol, Tallahassee, Florida, The grouping of veterans 
in Tampa, Florida, have not formed a chapter simply because 
two of the veterans who would foritir^a chapter are members 
of the Young Socialist Alliance (YSA), and for this reason, 

Camil stated he would not allow them to form a VVAW chapter 
in that locality. In this regard, Camil noted that the 
YSA had tried to take over the VVAW Chapter at Gainesville, 
Florida, and he did not want this to take place as the 
YSA tries to use any organisation they can infiltrate, 
and ultimately control it. In addilion, Camil said he does 
not agree with the socialist philosophy of YSA and turned 
down an invitation to become a member of the YSA at Gainesville, 
Florida. Camil said he thought at the present time there 
were approximately six WSA members in Gainesville, Florida,

information in the past, advised as follows: 

On November 12, 1971, a meeting of the Steering 
Committee of the Vietnam Veterans Against the war (WAW) was 
convened in Kansas city, Missouri. The meeting was attended 
approximately sixty persons, not more than seventy, which 
included the Executive committee, people from the National 
Office in New York, the Regional coordinators from around the 
country and some other representatives from some regions. 


The first meeting convened at 9:00 AM on November 12, 
1971, in rooms A, B, and c of the Student Center, University 
of Missouri at Kansas city. Room A was a smaller room with 
an oval-shaped table and leather chairs. Rooms b and C were 
used for the general meeting and large rectangular tables were 
pushed together in the center of the room making a large 
conference table. The Regional Coordinators sat around the 
table and their delegations were behind them. This was done 
to facilitate the vote procedure. Many of the Regional

The he legr am said that HUBBARD was in contact . 
with the North Vietnamese Peace Delegation and he had been, 
confidentially told that the next prisoner of war (POW) 
released would be effected to WAW delegates. The telegram 
further said the North Vietnamese had promised to not take 
any major offensive against U. S. troops during the Christmas 
period up until December 31, 1971; however, they would defend 
themselves. In the telegram HUBBARD said he was currently 
negotiating with the North Vietnamese delegation to extend 
the Christmas cease-fire, which had already been agreed upon, 
for an indefinite period beyond the December 31, 1971, dead- 
line. HUBBARD said the North Vietnamese are upset over 
President NIXON'S use of POW issue as a reason to keep U. S. 
troops in Vietnam. 


MIKE OLIVER explained to those present that WAW 
National Office had decided to send a five-man delegation to 
Hanoi, North Vietnam, early in December, 1971, They hoped to 
effect the POW release during that time so that the delegates 
could return to the U. S, to participate in the national actions 
at Christmastime. This would demonstrate to the people at 
the national actions that WAW has real power. When asked 
how many POWs would be released, OLIVER said no specific number 
had been mentioned but that at least one POW would have to be 
■ released in order to give the WAW claim validity. They planned 
to present this to the people of the United States and if they 
were successful in gaining public sympathy and support, they 
would enter further negotiations for POW release. 



The Wisconsin delegation proposed a plan to contact 
2,000 active-duty GI's in South Vietnam and in effect ask them 
for a mutinous action by refusing to take up .arms when ordered 

to do. so. This proposal was favorably accepted by the

her it would remove anytaint or suspicion that the funds 
came directly from the communist Party, U.S.A, This was 
not an official discussion and was merely speculation by 
some regional coordinators and did not include any person 
in authority. An agreement was reached to set aside the 
discussion because some of the delegates believed that WAW 
should not be afraid of a "witch hunt". They stated that if 
WAW was afraid of a "witch hunt", then they never should * 
have set up the National Office next to the office of the 
Peoples Coalition for Peace and Justice (PCPJ). 



The Agenda committee again held a meeting of 
approximately one hour and returned to the general meeting 
prior to noon. SCOT CAMIL proposed to the Agenda committee 
the discussion of the training ranges and "readiness squads". 
The Agenda Committee would not allow CAMIL to discuss his 
proposal at the general meeting, because of the time element 
and other matters to be discussed but placed CAMIL 's proposal 
on the agenda for a vote at the spring meeting in February, 
1972. 



During the time the Agenda committee was meeting, 
the general meeting discussed the reorganization of regions. 
None of the regional coordinators from the South and South- 
east wanted the State of Mississippi in his region. 

After a break for lunch the general meeting took 
up the discussion of national actions. There was lengthy 
discussion regarding the places and types of actions but it 
was finally decided that- the national actions would occur on 
Christmas day. The WAW members from New England and the 
East will meet at Valley Forge, Pennsylvania, valley Forge, 
Pennsylvania, was chosen because it was the site of the first 
WAW action called Rapid American Withdrawal- (RAW). The

persons in the South and Southeast will meet in Atlanta, 
Georgia, because it is a large centrally located city with 
liberal leanings. The action at Killeen, Texas, will be 
attended by WAW members from Arkansas, Louisiana, Texas, 
Oklahoma, Missouri, Kansas, New Mexico, and Colorado. The 
reason for the choice of Killeen, Texas, is that many WAW 
members were arrested in that city during a veterans Day 
parade in 1971. The WAW members from the western and Pacific 
Coast states will meet in San Francisco, California, which 
was chosen because it is a centrally located liberal city 
and was also the site of the April 24, 1971, national action. 
The WAW members from the Midwest will meet in Chicago, 
Illinois, chosen because of its central location. The 
national actions will consist of a fast, a vigil, and 
guerrilla theater. The action at Valley Forge, Pennsylvania, 
will be preceded by separate actions in New York, Washington, 
D. C-, Philadelphia and other large eastern cities. The 
delegations from New England and the East Coast proposed 
activities a week before Christmas and advocated non-violent 
civil disobedience. 


The topic of civil disobedience was discussed at 
the general meeting and no national policy was formed. It 
was left to each regional coordinator to determine what, if 
any, civil disobedience would occur in his region. One' 
particular activity to occur at Valley Forge, Pennsylvania, 
is that at the time the President lights the Christmas tree 
in Washington, D. C., the WAW demonstrators will burn a 
Christmas tree. This type of activity is also being con- 
sidered by the regional coordinators at the other national 
action sites.
